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Churchill Calls on 
Russians to Submit 


Questions to UNO

New York, March 16—(AP)— 


Winston Churchill called upon the 
Soviet Union last night to insure 
continuance of war-born sympathy 
of the English-speaking world for 
the Russian people by submitting 
its international problems to the 
United Nation's Security Coun- 
cil. 


"If the Soviet government does 


not take advantage of this Anglo- 
American sentiment", he said, "if, 
on the contrary, they discourage 
it, or they chill it, the responsibil- 
ity will be entirely theirs". 


The doughty wartime leader of 


Great Britain said Russia's fail- 
ure to evacuate Iran should be 
thrashed 
out 
in the Council's 


forthcoming New York meeting, 
and he warned that an early and 
great test for the UNO wrould 
come 
from 
Russian 
pressure 


against Turkey over the Darda- 
nelles. 


(Washington sources said last 


night that Iran already had in- 
formed the United States that it 
would ask the UNO to reopen the 
Iran-Russian situation at the Se- 
curity Council meeting which op- 
ens here March 25.) 


Churchill made the first public 


disclosure that America and Great 
Britain had offered Russia at the 
Potsdam conference "a joint guar- 
antee of the complete freedom of 
the (Dardanelles) Straits in peace 
and war, whether for merchant 
ships or ships of war". 


Offer Not Enough 


"To this 
guarantee 
Turkey 


would gladly have 
subscribed", 


he continued, "but we were told 
that that was not enough. Russia 
must have a fortress inside the 
Straits from which she could dom- 
inate Constantinople. 


"But, this is not to keep the 


Straits open but to give power of 
closing them to a single nation. 
This is out of harmony with the 
principle urged by the United 
States representatives of the free- 
dom..^of,. the. _.gr_ea.t. -waterways, of, 
Europe, the Danube, the Rhine, 
and other rivers which ran through 
so many different countries. 


"At any rate, there was the of- 


fer, and I have no doubt it ig still 
open, and if Soviet Russia still 
persists in putting pressure on 
Turkey, the matter must in the 
first instance be pronounced upon 
the United Nations Eecurity Coun- 
cil. 


"Thus early will come a very 


great test for the world organiza- 
:ion on which so many, indeed I 
might say all, our hopes are found- 
ed". 


Great Public Reception 


Churchill's speech climaxed a 


public reception that included a 
10-mile trip through the .city in 
an open car during a drizzling 
rain, and an official welcome by- 
Mayor William O'Dwyer at City 
hall, where he received the city's 
gold medal and distinguished serv- 
ice certificate. 


He spoke at the Waldorf-Astoria 


before a distinguished audience of 
2.000 
persons, 
including many 


foreign diplomats. 


Andrei A. Gromyko. Russian 


ambasador, 
who 
arrived 
from 


Montreal a few hours before the 
diner, did not attend although he 
had been invited.

The talk, in which Churchill'was 


expected to answer critics of his ' 
Fulton, Mo., speech and possibly 
reply to Generalissimo Stalin's 
"warmonger'1 charges against him, 
attracted as much public inter- 
est as some of his speeches during 
Britain's dark days in 1941. How- 
ever, he did not mention Stalin by 
name in his talk and referred to 
him conciliatorily as "the renown- 
ed chief" of 180 million Russians 
and "many more millions outside 
Russia". 


Stands Pat 
On Speech 


Standing pat 
by his Fulton 


speech—"I do not wish to with- 
draw or modify a single word" 
Churchill -denied he had proposed 
an Anglo-American military al- 
liance but said he had asked for 
"free voluntary fraternal associa- 
tion". 


He continued. 
"The only question which in my

Five-Year Plan on 
. Large Proportions 


To Strengthen Military 


Power, Increase Food 


Supply for All 


Moscow, March 16—(AP) —The 


new five-year plan for Russia will 
develop atomic power and boost 
production to one and one-half 
times the pre-war level, N. A. Voz- 
nesensky, head of the planning de- 
partment, has informed the Su- 
preme Soviet. 


Speaking at a joint sesssion last 


night of both houses of the Rus- 
sian parliament, Voznesensky as- 
serted that "monopolistic capital- 
ism can produce a new; aggres- 
sor,"/and declared that £he Soviet 
Union 
would maintain 
and 


strengthen its military forces dur- 
ing the five-year period from 1946 
to 1950. 


The houses, by a rising vote, 


agreed to drop the title of "Com- 
missar" 
and substitute 
that of 


"Minister" for its highest govern- 
ment leaders, and to change the 
name of the Council of Peoples' 
Commissars to Council of Minis- 
ters. 


Stalin Gets New Title 


Generalissimo Stalin 
thus be- 


comes chairman of the Council of 
Ministers, instead of chairman of 
the Council of Commissars. 
In 


this capacity he continues as pre- 
mier and head of the government. 


(A London dispatch quoted the 


Moscow radio as saying that Sta- 
lin resigned as chairman of the 
Council of Commissars and im- 
mediately was elected unanimous- 
ly by both houses, voting separ- 
ately, as chairman of the Council 


of- Ministers. 


The broadcast said 
that 
an- 


nouncement was read to the Su- 
preme Soviet that toe government 
had resigned its powers. The as- 
semblage, "amid loud applause", 
then asserted in a resolution that 
it "entrusts the Chairman of the 
Council of Peoples' Commissars of 
the U. S. S. R., comrade Josef 
Stalin, to present to the Supreme 
Soviet his suggestions on the com- 
position of the Soviet 
govern- 


ment," the Moscow radio added. 


Reasons Not Clear 


The reason for the change in 


titles was not made clear. Stalin 
had beer, chairman of the Coun- 
cil- of Commissars since May 22. 
1941. 
The title "Commissar" had 


been used for more than a quar- 
ter-century by the Soviets.)

"When I spoke at Fulton (Mo.) 


10 days ago I felt it was necessary 
for someone in an unofficial posi- 
tion to speak in arresting terms 
about the present plight of the 
world. I was invited to give my 
counsel freely in this free country, 
and I am sure that the hope which 
I expressed for the increasing as- 
sociation of our two countries will 
come to pass, not because of any 
speech which may be made, but be- 
cause of the tides that flow in hu- 
man affairs and in the course of 
the unfolding destiny of the world. 


"The only question which in my 


opinion is open is whether the nec- 
essary harmony of thought and ac- 
tion between the American and 
British peoples wall be reached in 
a sufficiently plain and clear man- 
ner and in good time to prevent a 
new world struggle or whether it 
will come about, as'it has come 
before, only in the course of that 
struggle.

I am sure that if we stand to- 


gether calmly but resolutely in de- 
fense of those ideals and princi- 
ples embodied in the charter of the 
United Nations, we shall find our- 
selves sustained by the overwhelm- 
ing assent of the peoples of the 
world, and that, fortified by this 
evergrowing moral authority, the 
cause of peace and freedom will 
come safely through and we shall 
be able to go on with the noble 
work—in which the United States 
has a glorious primacy—of avert- 
ing famine, of healing the awful 
wounds of Hitler's war and re- 
building the scarred and shattered 
structure of human civilization. 


"Let me declare, however, that 


the progress and freedom of all 
the peoples of the world, under a 
reign of law, enforced by a world 
organization, will not come to 
pass, nor will the age of plenty 
begin, 
without 
the 
persistent, 


faithful and above all, fearless ex- 
ertions of the British and Ameri- 
can systems of society. 


Situation Has Changed 


"In the last 10 days the situa- 


tion has greatly changed as the- 
result of decisions which must 
have been taken some time ago. 
Instead of a calm discussion of 
broad and long-term tendencies we 
now find ourselves in the presence 
of swiftly moving events which no 
one can measure at the moment. 
I may be called upon to speak 
about thftjieT&situation when I get 
back home, "v; - . ' 
- ' 


"There are, however, a few 


things which I am bound to say 
tonight lest a good cause should 
suffer by default. If any words 
that I have spoken have command- 
ed attention, that is only because 
they find an echo in the breasts 
of those of every land and race 
who love freedom and are the foes 
of tyranny. 


Admiration for Russia 


"I certainly will not allow any- 


thing said by others to weaken my 
regard and admiration for 
the 


Russian people or my earnest de- 
sire that Russia should be safe and 
prosperous and should take an 
honored place in the van of the 
world organization. Whether she 
will do so or not, depends only on 
the decisions taken by the hand- 
ful of able men, who, under their 
renowned chief, hold all the 180 
million Russians, and many more 
millions outside Russia, in their 
grip. 


"We all remember 'what fright- 


ful losses Russia suffered in the 
Hitlerite invasion and how she sur- 
vived and 
emerged 
triumphant 


from injuries greater than have 
ever been inflicted on any other 
community. 
There is deep and 


widespread sympathy throughout 
the English-speaking world for the 
people of Russia and an absolute 
readiness to work with them on 


that the soviet government, in- 
stead of 
leaving, 
are 
actually 


sending in more troops. Now this 
is one of the cases for which the 
United Nations security council 
was especially devised, and I am 
very glad to read in the newspap- 
ers that the soviet representatives 
will attend the meeting of the 
security council which is to take 
place in Washington on March 25. 


Thrash the Matter 


"By all meanSj let the matter 


be thrashed out there and let re- 
spect be shown, even by the great- 
est or most deeply interested pow- 
ers, to the conclusions of the se- 
curity council. In this way the 
reign of world law and the inter- 
national foundations of enduring 
peace would be immediately con- 
solidated. 


"There is no reason why soviet 


Russia should feel ill-rewarded for 
her efforts in the war. If 
her 


losses have 
been 
grievous, her 


gains have been magnificent. Her 
two tremendous antagonists, Ger- 
many and Japan, have been laid 
low. 
Japan was overthrown al- 


most entirely by American arms. 
Russia recovered almost without 
striking a blow all that she lost 
to Japan 40 years ago. 


"In the west the Baltic states 


and a large part of Finland have 
been 
reincorporated 
in Russia. 


The Curzon line is no longer ques- 
tioned. 
Then we 
come to the 


straits of the Dardanelles. I wel- 
come the Russian flag on Russian 
ships on the high seas and oceans. 
I have always told our soviet al- 
lies that Great Britain would sup- 
port the revision of the Montreux 
convention about the straits. 


Joint Guarantee Offered 


"At Potsdam the Americans and 


British offered to Russia a joint 
guarantee of the complete free- 
dom of the straits in peace and 
war. whether for merchant ships 
or ships of war. To this guaran- 
tete Turkey would 
gladly have 


subscribed . But we were told 
that that was not enough. Rus- 
sia must have a fortress inside 
the straits, from which she could 
dominate 
Constantinople. 
But 


this is not to keep the straits 
open, but to give power of closing 
them to a single nation. This is 
out of harmony with the principle 
uig-ed bv the United States repre- 


doubt we all have much to learn 
from 
one another. 
I rejoice to 


read in the newspapers that there 
never were more Russian ships in 
New York harbor than there are 
tonight. I am sure you will give 
the Russian sailors a hearty wel- 
come to the land of the free and 
the home of the brave. 


Must Work Together 


"Now I turn to the other part 


of my message—the relations be- 
tween Great Britain and 
the 


United States. Unless they work 
together in full 
loyalty 
to the 


charter, the 
organization 
of the 


united nations will cease to have 


No one will be able 
trust in it and the 


any reality. 
to put his 
world will be left to the clash of 
nationalisms which have led us to 
two frightful wars. 


"I have never asked for an An- 


glo-American military alliance or 
a treaty. I asked for something 
different and in a sense I asked for 
something more. I asked for fra- 
ternal association, free voluntary 
fraternal 
association. 
I have no 


doubt that it will come to pass, as 
surely as the sun will rise tomor- 
row. But you do not need a treaty 
to express the natural affinities 
and frienrships which arise in a 
fraternal association. 


Hopo ef the World 


"On the other hand, it would be

System? It Failed to 


Work for Russians 


Ranks, 
Salute, 
Special 


Privileges Returned 


After Finn War 


Washington, March 16.—(-• 


The army's officer caste system 
with its special privileges and dis- 
tinctions griped many a GI during 
the war. 
The result has been a 


lively post-war agitation for what 
advocates call democratization of 
the armed forces. 


Is that possible in an efficient 


defense organization? This seems 
to be a question no one can answer 
positively today. 


The only major test on the sub- 


ject this century has seen was 
Russia's experiment in the demo- 
cratization of its army. 


One of the first things Lenin 


and his fellow revolutionaries did 
after they got into power in 191" 
was to abolish all the distinctions 
between officers and enlisted men 
which had existed in the Czarist 
army. 


Erased All Ranks 


Proclaiming they sought 
the 


"decisive eradication of every in- 
equality in the army," they banned 
all ranks, titles, insignia, decora- 
tions, officers' organizations and 
signs of distinction. 


'''The army of the Russian re- 


public," they decreed "is hence- 


to be composed of free and 
citizens bearing the honor- 


able title of 'soldier of the revolu- 
tionary army.'" 


They also issued a decree pro- 


viding that all officers be elected 
by the soldiers from among the 
soldiers. To be promoted you had 
to win an election. 


A new army system was thus 


born. There were no salutes, no i at Norfolk, Va. 
orderlies "for officers, no 
messes, clubs nor quarters 


officials never openly stated that 
the discipline of the Red army 
ever had been anything less than 
superb, but toreign observers have 
concluded that the new pointed, 
emphasis on that subject indicated 
that when the army's discipline 
has been tested in war, the leaders 
had not been pleased with the re- 
sults. 


Restore Privileges 


In January, 1943. a special de- 


cree restored shoulder straps on 
officers' uniforms, as an aid to au- 
thority. 
On July 24, 1943, a de- 


cree established an officer corps, 
along with three other categories: 
Generals, non-commissioned offi- 
cers and privates. 


Recently the Red army revived 


the institution of orderlies, or 
"batmen"—with much public ex- 
piation that the idea was not so 
much to provide servants for the 
officers as to givet he orderlies a 
chance to receive training under 
an officer's direct tutelage. 


There are now twelve ranks 


among Red army officers, from 
junior lieutenant to marshal. The 
officers have clubs separate from 
the enlisted men. There is about 
as much military custom and 
pomp as in any other army. Offi- 
cers and enlisted men must stand 
at attention and exchange salutes 
when giving or receiving orders. 
Military personnel address one an- 
other by their rank. And when an 
officer visits an enlisted 
men's 


barracks or other gathering, all 
troops snap to attention.

Protracted military 
occupation 


of Austria will mean economic 
disaster, in the view of many 
economic experts.

example, that last month the Rus- 
sians put in a claim for some 
thirty million dollars for main- 
tenance of the army, this sum be- 
ing many times the amount re- 
quired by any of the other allies 
with their smaller forces.

This scarcity has forced the allied 
authorities to cut the basic food 
ration down to 1,200 calories 
day—and in some areas the people 
are already subsisting on 700 cal- 
ories. Your doctor will tell you 
that 2,000 calories is the minimum 
necessary to maintain health. 


The food shortage is said to be 


especially serious in the Russian 
zone of occupation. 
The Aus- 


trians say that there, a large part 
of the indigenous food is requisi 
tioned for the big Red army. So
